be  taken; 

that  a  sufficient  number  of  court  reporters  of  this  Tribunal, 
with  the  assistance  of  Interpreters  of  this  Tribunal,  shall 
record  the  testimony  plven,  and  that  said  deposition  when 
taken,  transcribed  and.  translated,  shall  be  filed  rith  the 
Secretariat  of  this  Trib\inel. 

Further  that  the  Secretariat  of  this  Tribunal  is  direct 
ed  to  make  the  necessary  arrangement  for  tpensportation  and 
subsistence  of  the  members  of  the  party  journeying  to  the 
place  mentioned  to  take  deposition,  which  party  shall 
Include,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  counsel  for 
the  prosecution  and  the  defense,  end  whatever  additional 
personnel  ^’he  Secretary  may  find  necessary  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  journey,  .
